Obamacare checkup 


More are signing up— but 
numbers remain short 
of state, national goals

Another strong month of sign-ups in new 
health insurance policies created under Presi- 
dent Obama’s health care law pushed Illinois’ 
total enrollment to 88,602 through Feb. i, 
bringing the state on target with initial fed- 
eral projections. 

Nationwide, more than i.i million Ameri- 


cans selected a private plan in the past month, 
bringing the total number enrolled in cover- 
age since the marketplaces opened in Octo- 
ber to nearly 3.3 million, according to federal 
data released Wednesday 

The administration also reported a modest 
uptick in the enrollment of young people, a 
key demographic group coveted by insurers 
because they are typically healthier and spend 
less on health care. 

“It was a really solid month,” said Dan 
Mendelson, chief executive officer at Avalere 
Health LLC, a Washington-based consult- 


ing firm tracking the exchanges. ‘Among the 
positives are that more men applied in Janu- 
ary, meaning that gender disparity is evening 
out. The population is getting younger, too, 
so those two things are on the right track.” 

Despite the surge of sign-ups, the di- 
sastrous launch of the Affordable Care 
Act’s open-enrollment period in October 
leaves the nationwide figures short of the 
administration’s goal to have 4.4 million 
people signed up by the end of January ac- 
cording to a September Health and Human 
Services memo. 


And although 27,491 Illinoisans selected 
new private health plans during the month, 
the state remains far off the pace to meet its 
own internal goal of signing up 300,000 con- 
sumers by the end of March. 

The data show that the marketplaces still 
remain more popular among older and poten- 
tially less healthy consumers, a trend that the 
Obama administration expected, but also one 
that threatens to push up monthly premiums 
in the future unless more young people enroll. 

About 56 percent of those who signed up in 
Illinois were age 45 or older.

Birders shocked to hear 
Lincoln Park trees will be 
cut down due to disease

Several dozen mature trees in Lincoln Park 
revered by some as the seasonal nesting site 
of a species of heron will be cut down during 
the next two years because of disease and 
other problems, Chicago Park District of- 
ficials announced Wednesday 

Bird experts were delighted and surprised 
when the normally people-averse black 
crowned night heron chose Lincoln Park as 
its main breeding ground in the state, but 
the species rarely seen in Illinois now faces a 
challenge from its urban environment. 

A total of 57 mature trees in Lincoln Park, 
most of which have been the spring and 
summer nesting site for the stocky, black-

Kate Hansen 


All the single lugers, 
put your hands up! 


Slider’s pre-race Beyonce 
dance routine goes viral

Kate Hansen did not win a medal in women’s 
luge, but she certainly won the Internet. 

A video of the California native dancing be- 
fore her race has gone viral, prompting thou- 
sands of YouTube hits and earning a shoutout 
from her hero Beyonce Knowles. 

“Honestly, in my world, I don’t care who’s 
staring,” the 2i-year-old slider said. “I’m still 
going to dance.” 

And it seems like lots of people have been 
staring. The video has become so popular, 
the Russian crowd chanted, “Dance! Dance! 
Dance!” as she completed her final run Tues- 
day 

Hansen, who finished loth, jams to a strict- 
ly Beyonce playlist before races because it 
“gets me fierce, and I get stoked.” Her fandom 
apparently has caught the singer’s attention, 
too, as Knowles posted a story about Han- 
sen’s dance moves on her official Facebook 
page Tuesday and wished her luck. 

“Go Kate!” the singer wrote. 

Not everyone, however, is charmed by 
Hansen’s ability to bust a move. NBC com- 
mentator Duncan Kennedy— a former Olym- 
pian who is also the U.S. Luge Association’s 
technical director— criticized her pre-race 
warmup Monday 

“I would like to see something a little more 


sports-specific from her,” Kennedy said. 
“What you see out of the top runners, the 
really heavy hitters, is they’re working those 
start muscles, they’re working the low back, 
they’re working the arms and the shoulders 
and getting the power out of them. ... And 
while that might be a very good, general 
warmup. I’m not sure it gets the job done for 
medal contention.” 

Hansen, who attends Brigham Young Uni- 
versity had turned off her phone before Mon- 
day’s competition so she had not seen the In- 
ternet’s reaction to her dancing or its disdain 
for Kennedy’s criticisms. Hansen smiled and 
shrugged at Kennedy’s comments. 

She has been busting a move before com- 
petitions since she broke her foot during 
team selection races in October. The injury 
prevented her from running, so she danced to 
warm up her muscles instead. 

“I’ve danced before every race this season,” 
she said. “I have nothing to be ashamed of” 

Hansen was considerably more animated 
when discussing Beyonce— whom she has 
never met but still refers to as “my girl Bey”— 
and the singer’s Facebook shoutout. 

Now that she has Beyonce’s attention, does 
she think it’s possible they could meet some- 
day? The mere thought overwhelmed Han- 
sen, who has memorized the choreography to 
every Sasha Fierce song. 

“I would go into cardiac arrest if I met Be- 
yonce,” she said.

In 1998, when Steppenwolf Theatre Company added an 80-seat black 
box theater adjacent to its main theater’s parking garage, part of its mis- 
sion was to provide a space for visiting companies to mount fresh pieces. 

Fast forward to 2009: The Garage Rep series, a rotating roster of plays 
by three visiting Chicago storefront companies selected from a pool of 
applicants to appeal to 20- to 35-year-old audiences, was born. The pro- 
posals can include original scripts, devised 
works (meaning it’s created collaboratively 
by the cast) or existing plays, but are never 
a remount of a show that the company 
has already produced. The three featured 
plays are produced with mentorship from 
Steppenwolf and appear for 10 weeks in 
rotating repertory. 

Past plays have included Buzz22 
Chicago’s Dungeons & Dragons-themed 
“She Kills Monsters” (2013), XIII Pocket’s 
“Adore” (2010)-a cannibal love story 
inspired by true-life headlines-and The 
Inconvenience’s “Hit the Wall” (2012), a Stonewall Riots play which sold 
out its world premiere Garage Rep run and moved to Off-Broadway the 
following spring. 

This year, the New Colony, Prologue Theatre Company and Walkabout 
Theater Company are the featured ensembles for the Garage Rep series.

“We wanted to create a show 
about Millennials, for Millennials,

“The opportunity to work with 
Steppenwolf to develop it even further into the 
kind of no-holds-barred experience they are 
known for is absolutely incredible.” 


The play is set in an Uptown loft 
where “self-identified geniuses, 
cyber-vigilantes, hacktivists and an- 
archists” plot against enemies in 
an attempt to change the world. 
So what was their jumping-off 
point when creating this story? “I 
looked back at the very first draft 
that we started writing on Feb. 2, 
2013,” Hobgood said, “and the first 
scene we wrote ended up being the 
first scene we re-wrote for the Garage Rep pro- 
duction: Lily asking Ged to visit her family with 
her. This scene is now the first scene of Act I fol- 
lowing the prologue.” 




‘The Wild’ 

Walkabout Theater Company 
This world-premiere devised work 
incorporates the company’s mis- 
sion of exploring ways to create 
and present theater outside of 
traditional forms. “As an ensem- 
ble, we have found our relation- 
ship with spoken text to be slippery 
and fluid, both incredibly challenging 
and deeply rewarding,” said artistic director 
Kendra Miller, who serves as the new play’s dra- 
maturg. “We began ‘The Wild’ by searching for 
a contemporary American author whose words 
could open up the deeply personal nature of 
our physical work and free us to take it further.” 

The ensemble chose playwright Charles 
Mee, who offers some of his texts for free 
through The (Re)making Project on his 



website-with the condition that the- 
ater companies rearrange the text to 
create a new work. 

“As the process of creating ‘The 
I Wild’ has evolved, we have re- 
' mixed and reworked Mee’s words, 
choosing those that spoke most 
deeply to us as artists and people 
and folding them into the arc of the 
piece,” Miller said. “Using three of his 
plays as our jumping-off points and 
Euripides’ ‘The Bacchae,’ we are diving into an 
exploration of savagery, civilization, Dionysian 
rituals of worship, boundaries, playing with 
fire, self-sacrifice, the joyful frenzy of violence 
and deep sorrow, the hunt for a god, sparag- 
mos-tearing something apart-and attempt- 
ing to put it back together, among many other 
things.”

Peter Pilotto is one of those rare fashion- 
insider brands that land on Cate Blanchett, 
Kerry Washington, Sandra Bullock and Mi- 
chelle Obama while rarely falling into flashier, 
tackier hands.

Pilotto said. 

While imposing some limits, the col- 
laboration with a mass retailer afforded them 
the freedom to dabble in more playful catego- 
ries such as swimwear, sunglasses, totes and 
towels. 

The youthful spirit carries through to 
a strapless red iris-print Jacquard dress 
($79.99), black-and-white Rash Guard shirt 
($29.99), sleeveless red floral/stripe dress 
($39.99), mixed-print sweatshirt ($29.99), 
shorts in a blue netting print ($29.99) 
Vans-like green floral slip-on shoes ($29.99). 
But the collection isn’t just for the young. 

“The great thing about this collection is it 
will appeal to a wide audience, from a 15-year- 
old to a 75-year-old,” De Vos said. “Everyone 
can find something for their wardrobe.” 


Bullock added to the anticipation of the 
Target debut when she wore a blue-and-green 
print Peter Pilotto resort dress to the People’s 
Choice Awards. 

A recent string of runway successes doesn’t 
hurt the buzz. The style.com critique of the 
Peter Pilotto fall 2013 runway collection be- 
gan simply: ‘A triumph, pretty much.”

Orchid show breathes 
new life into winter

It’s not southwest Florida’s Fakahatchee 
swamp, exactly, inside the Chicago Botanic 
Garden public greenhouse building known as 
the Regenstein Center. 

But inside the Regenstein’s south and east 
greenhouses these days, it is dank enough that 
you might call it swamplike— but without all 
the standing water, the insects or the alligators. 

It is especially like the Fakahatchee for 
the flowers it will be featuring for the next 
month: orchids. 

If people know about the Fakahatchee, it is 
as an orchid habitat, and they know this from 
the movie expanding on Susan Orleans’ book 
“The Orchid Thief,” ‘Adaptation.” 

For the botanic garden’s first big, annual or- 
chid show, the Regenstein is being stuffed art- 
fully with some 10,000 members of the Or- 
chidaceae family: orchids wedged into nooks 


in real-looking artificial trees, orchids formed 
into a botanical chandelier that will be raised 
toward the glass roof, orchids in black dirt, on 
architectural columns, in photographs on the 
banners all around the place. 

The botanic garden hopes to lure Chicago- 


ans with this flower show, designed to be, as 
one executive put it, “a signature event during 
the shoulder season.” It also will be the kick- 
starter, the institution hopes, for its own or- 
chid collection. It is trying to raise the money 
to build growing capacity for the superstar 


flowers, revered for their unending variety, 
arresting shapes and colors and extraordinary 
ability to grow in trees. But for the first show, 
the garden spent about $180,000 to bring in 
the flowers from Hawaii, California, Florida 
and, yes, Illinois.

‘Smallvllle’s’ Supergirl gets ‘Bitten’

Ever since she was a little girl, actress Laura 
Vandervoort has chased perfection. While 
she wishes she could escape it, she under- 
stands that it’s shaped her life. 

It led her to triumph in martial arts, earning 
a second-degree black belt, and it propelled 
her into the acting field. 

It turned out that both skills earned her a 
starring role in Syfy’s edgy version of the were- 
wolf legend, “Bitten,” airing Monday nights. 

“No one’s as hard on me as I am,” she said. 
‘And I get nervous or stressed out or anxiety 
before a scene or before stunts. This time I 
just told myself to suck it up and go to work. 
Once you get through it and you realize not 
only did you get through it, but the producers 
and the writers and directors are aU thrilled, 
that’s a great feeling.” 

She studied karate from ages 6 to 20. She 
also aced her grades and coaxed her parents 
into letting her try acting after she saw “My 
Girl” on TV. “It was the first movie that af- 
fected me, and I was crying as a kid. And I 


never experienced that, watching a program 
on TV. I think that’s the moment I asked my 
parents if I could try acting because the young 
girl in the movie was making me feel that way” 
Vandervoort, now 29, is one of those rare 
child performers who managed to transition 
easily into adult roles. Born and raised in 


Canada, Vandervoort was reluctant to move 
to L.A. Finally, six years ago, when a relation- 
ship went sour, she was determined to make 
the change. 

“Three years ago I really committed to be- 
ing here, but six years ago I started renting 
a place on my own and then went back and 


forth to Canada because I wasn’t sure. Then 
three years ago saying, ‘OK, I’m buying furni- 
ture,’ ” she said. 

Though most in the entertainment indus- 
try saw her as a child actress from shows like 
“Goosebumps,” ‘Are You Afraid of the Dark?” 
and Disney projects, she managed to erase 
that stereotype when she was cast as Supergirl 
on “Smallville.” 

“Multiple times I wanted to quit,” she said. 
“There are ebbs and flows in the industry and 
also transitioning from child actor into an adult 
actor was a challenge, having the casting people 
see me in a different way And there were peri- 
ods when you’d go without work for a year and 
you start to question what you’re doing. ‘Why 
am I here? I move mountains to try to do this.’ ” 

She was in the verge of quitting when her 
agent phoned to coax her to audition for 
“Smallville.” I said, “ ‘^s, it’s going to be the 
last one.’ So I put myself on tape and then 
a week later they wanted me to fly out and 
test for it, and then I had the job. And since 
‘Smallville’ it’s been go.”
